Unless  you  are  heavily  involved  in  the  music  department,  you  probably 
wouldn't  know  Lindsey  Hilliard.  A  double  major  in  vocal  performance  and  music 
education,  she's  a  familiar  face  around  the  Horton  School  of  Music. 

With  a  father  in  the  Navy,  Lindsey  has  lived  everywhere  from  Bath,  Maine,  to 
the  island  of  Sardinia  off  the  coast  of  Italy  where  she  spent  2  1/2  years.  After 
settling  in  Charleston,  Lindsey  auditioned  and  won  a  spot  in  the  Governor's  School 
for  Fine  Arts.

A  visit  to  the  CSU  web  site  got  Lindsey  interested,  as  well  as  the  availability 
of  her  major.  Talking  with  Dr.  Valerie  Bullock  cemented  Lindsey's  idea  to  transfer 
to  CSU,  and  already  it's  proven  to  be  a  better  experience.  "I  can  relate  to  the  stu- 
dents; it's  easier  here  to  say  to  my  voice  teacher  'Hey,  this  is  hurting  my  voice'  or 
'I've  been  practicing  this  exercise,  and  I'm  not  seeing  results,  what  can  I  do  to  fix 
that,'  and  I  really  feel  like  this  is  where  I'm  supposed  to  be." 

Lindsey  plans  to  teach  music  and  is  already  seeing  how  the  benefits  of  a 
smaller  college  can  help  her  with  her  goals:  "It's  better  preparing  me  for  teaching 
since  I'll  be  able  to  relate  my  stage  experience  to  my  students.  At  Converse,  I 
wouldn't  have  had  stage  time  until  my  junior  or  senior  year." 

Lindsey,  like  any  music  ed  major,  stays  busy.  However,  she  doesn't  get  tired 
of  it.  She  just  smiles  and  says  confidently,  "Music  is  pretty  much  my  life."

Nathan  Germelman  was  born  in  Richmond,  Vav  and  raised  in  Florida.  He  heard 
about  CSU  through  his  mom's  job  as  vice  president  of  Averett  University.  He  chose 
CSU  because  it  has  a  good  nursing  program.  Nathan  has  diabetes.  "It  may  sound 
crazy  to  want  to  spend  any  more  time  in  hospitals,  but  I  feel  that  God  has  called  me 
to  this  field." 

Nathan's  life  differs  from  the  lives  of  other  college  students.  Nathan  said,  "For 
instance,  (unless  my  blood  sugar  is  low,  then  I  need  sugar)  when  I  eat  something  that 
I  should  not,  it  causes  my  glucose  level  to  increase.  I  find  with  my  case  of  Juvenile 
Diabetes,  and  diabetics  in  general,  we  tend  to  become  irritable,  tired,  extremely 
thirsty,  (increasing  trips  to  the  bathroom)  and  find  it  harder  to  focus  when  our  blood 
sugar  readings  are  elevated.  As  most  know,  sugar  takes  the  more  obvious  form  of 
sweets,  but  also  pasta,  bread,  corn  and  other  starches  turn  into  sugar.  Many  people  do 
not  realize  that  a  candy  bar  and  a  baked  potato  with  nothing  on  it  do  the  same  thing 
to  your  blood  sugar.  The  only  difference  is  the  time  it  takes  to  enter  your  blood 
stream.  It  truly  is  a  pain  to  not  be  able  to  eat  as  easily  as  others.  For  instance,  friends 
may  order  a  pizza  and  find  it  sufficient  for  dinner.  In  the  case  of  a  diabetic,  protein  is 
very  much  needed.  Protein  helps  stabilize  your  blood  sugars.  My  doctors  have 
unanimously  recommended  that  fat,  sugar,  and  protein  be  a  part  of  every  meal.  It  is 
the  balance  of  these  three  that  is  the  key  to  stable  blood  sugar  levels.  Unlike  the 
average  person,  the  part  of  my  pancreas  responsible  for  making  insulin  is  dead. 
Therefore,  I  must  take  shots  twice  a  day  to  mimic  the  alive  pancreas.  People  ask  tf  the 
shots  and  finger  pricks  hurt.  "The  pain  is  bearable  and  expected.  I  have  always  done 
all  of  my  shots  since  I  was  5  years  old.  It  is  time  consuming.  The  worst  part  is  having 
a  lower  immune  system  from  the  diabetes. 

"Diabetes  does  not  control  my  life  though  it  has  heavily  impacted  me.  It  is  a 
part  of  me  that  I  can  not  get  rid  of.  It  has  built  in  me  character  and  maturity  from  an 
early  age.  Currently,  there  is  not  a  cure  for  diabetes."  When  asked  what  else  he  wants 
CSU  students  to  know.  Nathan  replies,  "  My  disease  has  taught  me  so  much  about 
God,  the  world  we  live  in,  and  my  life.  God  is  the  ultimate  healer  and  an  example  for 
the  medical  community.  Pray  for  God  to  show  your  passion  in  life.  He  will;  He 
showed  me  mine."

Volume  38  of  the  Cutlass  year- 
book depicts  life  at  Charleston 
Southern  University  from  late  spring 
2002  until  early  spring  2003. 

The  9-inch  by  12-inch  book  is 
printed  on  100  lb.  enamel  paper  with 
tan  parchment  endsheets  featuring  a 
torn  edge  on  the  front  endsheet.  The 
cover  is  Smyth  bound  with  a 
lithocote  cover  with  a  gloss  finish 
featuring  printing  on  the  front,  spine 
and  back.  Designed  by  the  Cutlass 
staff,  the  cover  features  a  1 792 
Purcell  map  of  the  southeastern 
states  in  bamboo  and  brown  ink.  The 
map  is  in  the  public  domain.  The 
map  was  chosen  to  illustrate  the 


theme,  In  Search  of...,  and  to  show- 
case local  history. 

Student,  faculty  and  staff  portraits 
and  photos  throughout  the  book  were 
taken  by  the  Cutlass  staff.  Some 
athletic  action  shots  were  taken  by 
the  sports  information  staff.  Special 
thanks  to  the  university  relations  staff 
for  assistance  along  the  way.
